The Dothan conference will 
be moderated by Mathews, 
former Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare and a 
member of the Board of 
Directors of the National 
Foundation/March of Dimes. 

The session will open at 10 
a.m. with testimonies from two 
people who have successfully 
dealt with the infant mortality 
problem, After a noon 
luncheon, each county will 
meet in individual workshops 
to discuss and detail possible 
solutions for their com- 
munities, At the conclusion 
there will be county reports 
detailing goals for each com- 
munity. 


Medicaid Deletes 
400 Drugs 


Some prescription drugs for 
Medicaid recipients in Ala- 
bama will no longer be paid for 
by the state program. The 
Medicaid program deleted: 
about 400 drugs from its ap- 
proved list on December 1. 

Governor Fob James and 
Medicaid Administrator Hoke’ 
Kerns approved the exclusion 
of many drugs for blood circu- 
lation difficulty, coughs and 
colds, ulcers and gastrointest- 
inal problems, general pain, 
and urinary tract infections. 

A victim of cerebral palsy 
in a Birmingham nursing home 
has had three of his six 
hei pa drugs 2 is for by 

edicaid. As Saturday, 
December 1, Medicaid only 
pays for one of the six. He 
will not have to pay for the five 
drugs and his only income is 
$25.00 per month, 

Health Law Specialist Micki 
Stiller of the Legal Services 
Corporation of Alabama delved 
into the situation as soon as 
notified, following the action 
by Medicaid. 

“Alabama's poor,disabled, 
and elderly people will be 
drastically affected by this cut- 
back,’’ she said. “These 
people who suffer from nume- 
rous ailments and illnesses will 
haye to do without other neces- 
sities, such as food, clothing or 
Shelter, or they will have to 
stop taking their medication, 
because they cannot afford to 
purchase it,’’ Ms. Stiller 
added, 

The health law specialist, 
who has been interviewing 
clients affected by the drug 
cutoff, said she believes the 
Medical Services Administra- 
tion has violated federal regu- 
aettons by not notifying Medi- 

‘aid recipients in a timely and 
adequate manner. 

“The Medicaid recipient 
Should first talk to his or her 
druggist to see if prescribed 
medicines are still covered: 
under Medicaid,’’ Ms, Stiller 
said, 

“If not, then the recipient 
should discuss with his or her 
pharmacist and doctor whether 
another approved drug can be 
Substituted for the one now 
used,’’ she added, 

The doctor can also ask 
Medicaid for special permis- 
sion to continue paying for the 

resent medicine, even if it has 
een removed from the list,’’ 
Ms, Siller said.

Telephone Excise Tax 


To Drop In 


Telephone customers — in 
Alabama had a special reason 
to be cheerful this holiday 
season. They will save an 
estimated $208,602 because the 
federal excise tax on telephone 
bills declined on January 1, 
General Telephone announced 
iN. DECemUer. ee 

In an annual process set in 
motion by Congress several 
years ago, the tax has been 
declining by 1 percent each 
January. This time it drops 
from 3 percent of the phone 
bill to 2 percent. The levy will 
be eliminated on January 1, 
1982. 

The estimated difference 
between what telephone cus- 
tomers would have paid at the 
3 percent rate, and what they 
actually will pay at the new 2 
percent level, makes up the tax 
savings for consumers, 

Some $69 million of a 
nationwide total $429 million 
will be saved by customers of 
the nation’s 1,500 independent 
telephone companies, accord- 
ing to estimates by the U.S, 
Independent Telephone Asso- 
ciation, The remainder of the 
savings -- about $360 million -- 
wil go to Bell System 
customers.

Record High Exports 
Expected In 1980

Rucker Officials Study Old Hatchery 


There is a mystery at Ft. 
Rucker. There was a fish 
hatchery in the impact area at 
Matteson Range. James 
Jolley. real property officer for 
the post, has been collecting 
data on the hatchery for 
several months, but he has 


found only a few facts. 

Who built and ran the 
hatchery is still not known. 
Jolley suggests that it was 
built and operated by the 
Alabama Department of Con- 
servation, 

Nine concrete water tanks 


filled with mud, a well, and 
part of a rock gate are all that 
remain of the fish hatchery. 
The entire area is overgrown 
with trees and weeds. About 


150 feet downstream are the 
remains of building founda- 
tions. The buildings may have

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been used for offices and 
storage for the hatchery. When 
it was in operation, there were 
probably 10 water tanks. 

The background of what 
may have started the hatchery 
was published in the Alabama 
Game and Fish News in 1939, 

The fish hatchery was part 
of the 30,000 acres of land that 
was bought by the federal 
government in 1935. The land 
consisted of 200 unsuccessful 
farms, with much of the area 
being torn-down trees and 
eroded soil. It was bought 
under a program named the 
Pea River Submarginal Land 
Project. The Pea River Project 
was a program of wildlife 
conservation and recreation. 

“The hatchery’ might have 
been built to raise fresh water 
fish for Lake Tholocco or other 
state lakes,’ Jolley said. 

The Pea River Project was 
transferred from the federal 
government to Alabama's De- 
partment of Conservation in 
1939. During World War II, 
the land was transferred to the 
Department of Defense to build 
Ft. Rucker. 


“The hatchery probably ran 
from 1935 until the time Ft. 
Rucker was built,”’ Jolley said. 

The hatchery might become 
a historical monument, but it 
must be more than 50 years 
old to have historical value. If 
it does not, the government 
will not give it recognition. 

Somebody who worked at 
the hatchery may be still living 
in the area. If so, Jolley's 
phone number is 255-2886,
